Snow, tnc Kansas State Entomologist, a moat
wonderful scientific dUcovery baa tieen made,
which to tue householder aa well as to the
country farmer, la equally If not more Impor.

confreres, Prof. Snow la an able and dlacrlmln-lln- p

bacteriologist: but Instead of directing his
ifloria towards the bacilli and microbes that

prey upon tbe bnman body, ke his made a
study of the minute germs that attack a cer-

tain member of the Insect tribe the chinch
bog.

l'ro f. Snow has carried his Investigations to
auch a point that be has made a complete
analysis and classification of at least three
different kinds of mlcroscoplo paraaltea that
bam a particular affinity for this pest of the
W stern farms.

The Professor baa not worked through lore
for the chinch bng and has no Intention of
employing tno knowledge be has aeqnlred
with bo much labor to ameliorating that In.
sect's condition or In any way aiding It In Its
fight against Its deadly natural enemies.

On the contrary, he has reversed the pro.
ceases of Dra. Koch and Pssteur, and Instead
of trying to breed a race of cultured and at-

tenuated microbes, which shall ease the suf-
ferings of the afflicted chinch, he haa found a
method by which the hostile bacilli oan be
rendered ten times mors deadly in their war.
fare upon tit chinch bug.

Now he proposes to turn them loose In tbe
Western whest fields with a view of ntterly
annihilating and exterminating tbe famous
old-ti- enemy.

Prof. Snow has been engaged In bis experl-mea- ta

now lor two years, and has on hand in
his laboratory at Topeke, Kan., a large sup-
ply of dead Chinch bugs upon which he hss
been trying the effect of the concentrated
Tlrn which ke has discovered.

These are to be need as the ammunition in
the right. It u proper to state that tbe first
discovery made by Prof. Snow In bis Investi-
gation waa tkat of a minute bacterial germ,
which lnfesta the bodies of dlaeased bugs.

Millions of these are disclosed by a micro-cop- e

of high magnifying power, and ills aald
tlatthey breed ittth almost incredible rapidity.

A attll moro deadly enemy of the bur, how-
ever, i a apeols of fungous growth, sometimes
white and sometimes of a darker color, which
aeema to have a peculiar affinity for the Insect,
snd by means of cultivation and acientlflo de-

velopment It haa been drought by tbe l'rortn.
sor to such a state of activity that a single
germ of It will quickly spresd among a family
of chinch bugs and never fall to result fatally.

The spores of ihese fungi arc easily carried
and scattered aboot by the wlnJ, and In this
manner can be readily diffused over a large
area of wheat fields without any special
tiouble.

The dead buga, covered with both kinds of
microbes, are carefully peeked la small boxes
and sent ont by Prof. Bnow to tbe farmers in
Ml. sour I, Nebraska, Illinois, Kansas, Indiana

B and flhlo, and form the basts of supply for
attacking the enemy.

All that the farmer has to do to Increase his
ammunition Is to put a score or more of live,
healthy chinch bngs In a Jar with the corpse of
one ot their Inoculated companions, and they
at once catch the disease. "

The next thing Is to place them at liberty In
a field, snd according to reliable
accounts It will not be long before every chinch
bug In the neighborhood Is tsken down with
the epidemic, which lncresses In virulence as
It spreads. In a few days not a chinch bug
will be left to tell the tale of the disaster, and
tbe ground will bo strewn with the bodies of
the victims.

If the farmer desires to guard against
another attack the following season. It Is only
necessary to gather a few of the corpses and
lay them awsy In an alr-tls- Jar, repeating
tbe process already described when the pest
makes its apparanoe again.

Up to the present time the cnlneh bug bao-tei-

has been Introduced only to a compare,
tltely email extent, but wherever It baa been
given a fair trial It Is said to have worked like
a charm.

This year Prof. Snow has made preparations
to conduct a general onslaught upon the
chinch bug armies, and has sent out fifty
packages of dried Inoculated bugs to farmers
all over the West for dutribution In certain
localities.

The most interesting restore of the dis-
covery of Prof. 8aow, in the opinion of
Eastern scientists, bacteriologists andi is the startling pots bllltlee whleh
It suggests with regard to the extermination of
ether Insect pests Just as unpleasant and de-

structive of human comfort and happiness
as the chinch bug.

If the Utter fall such easy vlotlms to mould
and microbes, why not try the ssmesortof
treatment upon cockroaches, Croton bags,
Seat, mosquitoes and other objectionable
species of tbe Insect kingdom.

Fungus growths might not tisve mueti effect
upoa a New York Croton bug, for he U used

that sort of thing, more or leas, as his favor-
ite stamping ground u down among mouldy
shd musty old pipes; but a microbe might be
discovered. If sufficient aludy was given to the
matter, that m gut easily male Ida lift a bur-de- n

to him and eventually lay him low If it did
hot drive him to aulelde.

. There are plenty of inlcronei running loose
or floating about doing no eon of good, so
clenilitstellus, which with proper training

and culture might be Induced to lake hold ot
I the mosquito, snd tuns bring relief to suffering
I thousands in New Jersey snd Btaten Island,

ana even put an end to the trlbnlsuon of s -- '
stricken llsrlein.

"The subject Is certslnly worth study g
up," said a prominent local bacteriologist to au
Evimno Would reporter this morning; "andnow that Prof. Snow haa snown the way, im-
portant discoveries in this branch of science
ought to be forthcoming.

"The Idea Is not altogether a novel one and
has been tried In nisny cases before, but only
with indifferent success. The failures have
been due, I imagine, to the fact that invest!-gatlon- a

have not been thorough enough, and It
has been attempted to apply the principle

It waa fully worked out.
"Ihlschlnch bug treatment, however, la

tight lu aline with the other discoveries of
modern science In the Held of bacteriology,
and it may be proved In time that the microbe,
Instead of being the enemy of human life and
a thing to be shunned and avol.leu.t in reality
mankind's best friend, to be cultivsted snd
everywhere received with u cordial and enthu-
siastic welcome. "

"Prof, Snow's method strikes mo as prac-
tical, and I see no reason, If successful In Its
application on chinch bugs, why It could not
be applied to exterminate household peats,"
ssld Albert U. Gallatin, Profassor of Analytical
Cbemlatrj at the Medical University.

"Prof. Snow doea not make publlo what his
deadly lymph la composed of, and wbllo I have
not made personally snch experiments I sin
familiar with a case tu vegetable life where
disease was communicated by a fungus which
came under my observation recently.

"I had an aquarium In which I kept game
Hah in running Croton water. In the course ot
time a fungas began to grow at tbe bottom of
the glau. It attacked the rjsh and they died.

"Now, If these bugs can spread contagion
among their kind like the fungus, the efficacy
of rrof. Snow's scheme is assured."

Dr. Paul Ulbler, of the 1'aattur Institute,
who Is a pupti of tbe great Pasteur, wnoie prin-
cipal fame rests on Ms discoveries In extermi-
nating bacterolds In animals and animal seats,
when the subject waa mentioned :o him, de-

clared enthusiastically that It would be possible
to apply Prof. Snow's plan to the extermina-
tion of cockroaches, bedbugs and other Insects.

Dr. Qlbier, while a atudentnnder Prof, Pas-tea- r,

male a special study of this subject, and
there ts probably In New York no more com-
petent authority on the matter than he.

'If Prof. Snow has Introdnced a plan to kill
Insects wklch will at the same time kill all
germs of disease he hss made a great dis-
covery.

"For Instance, If cockroaches could be made
to spresd deadly conuglon among themselves
and they would die by the hundreds or thou-
sands the germs from their decomposed car-
ouses might communicate dlsesae to humsn
beings.

"This Is the danger which has reunited from
similar experiments, particularly In the scores
of efforts which have been made to extermi-
nate Jack rabblta in A Detrain."

Dr. lielnemau, of 00 West Fifty-sixt- h street,
visiting physician st Mount Bloat Hospital,
told an Etching Would reporter that he be-

lieved Prof. Buow'aJaVssle, very fssUhle one,
"1 read the article with ttfbcsf interest, and

there ts not tbo slightest noubt in my mind
that bacteriology will enrely tome day furnish
us with remedies for the vegetable diseases,
at least such as the phylloxera.

"I was conversing with several physicians
Isst night when this very subject came up.
mere is a widespread movement ou foot all
over the country cow In thla direction, and It is
only a question of time when we shall, by snob
methods as advanced by Snow, be able to kill
off the peats that deatroy the crops.

Prof. Herman Biggs, of Bellevue Medical
College said: "I don't see any reason why
Prof. Snow's scheme shonld not work. This
Is the Idea which was tbe baals of the Pasteur
process of destroying the plague of rabbits In
Australia. Prof. Snow baa evidently got on
tbe right track, and no doubt his conclusions
w 11 te found to oe sound. "

Dr. Henry P. Loomis said: "Prof. Snow
has undertaken a very Important atudy, and
hla clilncn-bu- g destroyer may, perhaps, ;be
found to be an effective one.

Dr. Silver removed only a
portion of the front part of the tibia Just below
the knee, and the main part of the bone Is still
Intact.

"TheDoy ts doing splendidly, and 1 have
no doubt that he will be able to walk In a very
short time. I am confident that his leg boue
will be plenty strong enough to bear hi
weight, notwithstanding tbe operation, snd we
do not expect he will be deformed or crippled
In the least.

" There Is not the least necessity for graft-
ing dog bone Into his leg. I have never heard
the doctor suggest It, snd cannot imagine how
the rumor stsrtsd, unless It was the work of a
priictical Joker."

Mechanics and Traders' Uostralnod
from Increasing; Its Stock.

Upon tho application of Counsellor Max
Stern, an Injunction was Issued y by
Judne Truax In ihe Sopeilor Cuurt to restrain
the Mechanics and Traders' Bank, corner ol
Broadway and Broome street, from issuing a
proposed increase or lu cspital stoik.
